OF Players And.

ry i is very difficult to-understand any person playing a. game with- 
out the haziest inkling of the rules by which that game is con- 
ducted writes a correspondent in the “Sports Dispatch.” You can go 
to a football match on Saturday afternoon and the grubbiest urchin 
will bellow “off-side” before the referee has spotted the infringe-. 
ment, and at the Rugby game the smallest schoolboy can talk know- 


ingly about “feet up.” ” 


; And yet the: rules that govern our great game of. golf ° 
are merely regarded as something in a book to be avoided 
at all costs. J am not being facetious by -any manner of 


means. 


The matter has been brought home to me all too 


thoroughly during past few weeks. 


Now, it is true, I know, that pro- 
bably 90 per cent of the people who 


‘play golf take the trouble to learn’ 


the: etiquette, the little niceties “ of 
the game.. They would never dream 
of teeing up when the. opposition
